Town Courcil Discuss 
‘Many Matters 


The meeting of the Gleichen Town 
Council proved quite a lengthy ses- 
sion, at which Mayor Purcell presided 
with all the councillors present. 

After the usual fonnal reading of 
the minutes of the previous. meeting 
and adoption a general discussion was 
indulged regarding various questions 
at the preceeding meeting. 

It was decided that the secretary 
endeavor to get title to the two acres 
of nuisance ground, which had come 
to the {own through the Bartsch deal, 
Ald. Milliken advising that the form- 
er secretary had difficulty in obtaining 
the transfer from the original owner, 

Alds. Brown and Wade carried a 
motion that the secretary make appli- 
cation for a telephone to be installed 
in Fire Chief Lester’s home. 

Mayor Purcell tabled a petition 
signed by a number of ratepayers pro- 
testing against the moving of the town 
office. The petition it was pointed 
out had been handed him that day 
and the building had already been 
moved up off the foundation. The 
original motion to move the building 
had been made at a regular meeting 
of the Council on March 18th, 192%, 
and ample time had been given to the 
ratepayers {\> protest before. 

Ald. Wade moved that the Mayor 
call a public meting to discuss this 
matter to be heid™in the’ vo mmunity 
Hall on Thursday evening, May 16th. 
at 8 p.m. and the secretary post notices 
accordingly. This was carried un- 
animously, It was decided that in 
the meantime the work would go ahead 
now that it was started, 

“Three men from the Department, of 
Public Works at Edmonton ‘called on 
the meeting in regard to the sewerage 
disposal plant on the Blackfoot re- 
serve in response to a letter from the 
secretary. The mayor had gone over 
the ground with them during the after- 
noon. They explained what they in- 
tended to do if agreeabie to the Coun- 
cil. The main object being to get 
rid of the obnoxious smell that had 
disturbed the citizens during the sum- 
mer with certain wins. They said 
there would be no smell from the sep- 
tic tank which they were to build, It 
was finally agreed that their pro- 
position was acceptable to the Coun- 
cil. 

Alds, Milliken carried that the sec- 
retary be instructe! to write a letter 
to the Department agrering to the 
suggestions of these nen containing 
that they build a septic tank at a 
point adjacent to the present cesspool 
on the understanding that there will 
be no offensive smell and that the in- 
take pipe will be 15 inches. 

This letter was written and deliv- 
ered to the representatives to take 
back to Edmonton, who stated the 
work would be done as soon as poss- 
ible. 

Ald, Brown gave report of the work 
in his department, The smoke stack 
had been taken down and very satis- 
factory work had been done in re- 
gard to the bricks. He had a lot of 
work to do and could not possibly fin- 
ish it before May 24th. 

Considerable discussion was indulg- 
ed in regarding grading and sidewalks, 
Ih was decided to advertise for ten 
ders for the hauling of Pp ereataly 
200 cubic yeards of gravel for the 
streets. 

It was also decided to advertise for 
tenders for the construction of the 
cement sidewalks in front of Block 
6 and also on the west side of Block 1, 
Block 8, on Third Ave., both tenders 
to be in the hands of the secretary 
by noon May 20th. 

The secretary advised that no fur- 
ther word had been received regarding 
the mother’s allowance for Mrs. Gut- 
reth. He was instructed to write 
again to the Department. 

The secretary was instructed to 
write Messrs. 


MacCallum & Smith 
that they had been accused of violating 
one of the by-laws of the town regard- 


Ald. MeLeod stated his tractors on 
the street would soon be out of the 
way.

HIGHWAY PROGRAM 


Hecding t/:e motorists’ cry for better 
voads, the provincial government will 
award contracts this week covering 168 
niles of highways in various parts of 
the province. This is the first instal- 
ment of the program of road improve- 
ments this season. 

A stretch of 47 miles from Winter- 
burn to Seba beach, west of Edmenton, 
is on the program for this year, This 
will connect with the Stony Plain road 
now built, and be ready for gravelling 
next year, 

Standard earth grading will be done 
for 36 miles on the Stettler road, from 
Lacombe east to Nevis, 

A 12 mile stret¢h northwest of Glei- 
‘hen will also be graded, 

The gravelling program includes 18 
miles from Inverlake west of Strath- 
more, to a point six miles cast of 
Stvathmore, and 30 miles of first 
course graveiling between Lethbridge 
an¢ New Dayton, on the final se:tion 
of the Sunshine trial. Then there 
will be 25 miles of second, course 
gravelling from Cardston to Water- 
ton, It is expected that there will be

‘Magnetic North Pole 
Reached By Canadian 


Wireless Message Has Been Received 
From Major Burwash 


A wireless message from under the 
mythical shadow of the Magnetic 
North Pole is the latest achievement 
of Canadian science, 

Within a hundred miles of the 
place where Sir John Franklin and 
his men disappeared and died, Major 
L. T. Burwash, Canadian explorer, 
engineer and scientist, has sent word 
fo the Northwest Territories branch 
of the ministry of the interior of his 
safety and whereabouts, 

Major Burwash went into the Arc- 
tic alone over a year ago to make 
scientific observations at the Mag- 
netic Pole, and to search for further 
relics of the Franklin expedition. 
Where Franklin and his men perish-|_ 
ed and died of starvation, Burwash 
lived on and carried out his scientific 
mission, He has now been ordered by 
wireless to make an investigation in- 
to the long-famed copper deposits 
along the Coppermine River.

What is said here is not said to 
point a political argument. No p 
itical party has any monopoly of pros- 
perity. It is the personal application 
that is intended. There can be no 
doubt that the surest way to prosper- 

ity for man is to see himself pros- 
perous, By so doing he attracts 
things to himself; friends, business, 
success, and all the stuff of life worth 
having. It is not really the posses- 
sion of money that makes us prosper- 
ous. Money is but a symbol, after 
all. It is the thought of prosperity. 
“Ag a man thinketh in his heart so 
is he.” ‘Even the good Lord can not 
make a man prosperous who is always 
thinking poverty. 

If you want to be prosperous, think 
prosperity; talk prosperity; act pros- 
perity. Live like the king you are. 
Be generous; don’t be afraid to give. 
Spend freely; money in circulation 
helps everybody. Money hoarded 
helps nobody. John Smith owed his 
grocer ten dollars and paid it. The 
grocer owed his tailor ten dollars and 
paid him with John Smith’s ten dol- 
lars. The tailor owed ten odllars to 
the butcher, who owed John Smith 
ten dollars. So when the tailor paid 
the butcher, the butcher paid Smith, 
and everybody was paid and prosper- 
ous. Get the idea of prosperity in 
your mind and you will soon have the 
reality of prosperity on your affairs. 


HERE’S GOOD HEALTH ! 


There is no good reason why people 
should be sick except that we seem to 
have got in the habit of being sick. So 
many of us, as we sometimes observe, 
“do not enjoy good health.” Why, we 
don’t, know, but it remains that there 
are uitge a lot of people who don’t en- 
joy good health. Indeed, there are 
many who “enjoy bad health.” Is it 
not possible that the race has got into 
the way of enjoying bad health, and 
has been doing it is so long, that) we 
have come to look upon sickness and 
disease as our natural portion in the 
land of the living and to expect to 
be sick at times? 

There are many people who have 
certain forms of sickness regularly 
every year, Hay fever, and quincy, 
for example, are two forms of sickness 
that some people have _ persuaded 
themselves that, once they have had 
either, they must continue experienc- 
ing it once a year as sure as the time 
comes around, Naturally, they get 
what they expect. It is like putting 
a record on the victrola, If one puts 
on a jazz record one does not expect 
the machine to grind out a symphony 
by Beethoven, In like manner, peo- 
ple put on the hay fever record and ex- 
pect to hear the Hay fever Blues, and 
do, 

It might be a good thing to change 
the record and think about health in- 
stead of disease. There can be no 
doubt of the fact that modern research 
has shown that sickness is more a mat- 
ter of the mind than the body. It is in 
our minds we are sick, not in our bod- 
ies, Every new disease discovered 
finds many people ready to adopt the 
baby and give it shelter, Who ever 
heard of appendicitis until the late 
King Edward had it? Then all the 
snobs wanted it and got it. Now, it 
is quite fashionable, 

Try thinking health instead of dis- 


ease. Get the thought of. health fix- 
ed in your mind, Yfon't discuss di- 
sease. Disease is negative; health 


is positive, There is no need even for 
you to get “better and better every 
;day ", as Coue taught. ll that is 
|necessary for any of us to do is to 
remain normal every day. Health is 
the normal thing to possess, not the 
abnormal: If you don’t agree with 
this, ask your doctor about it, and he'll 
tell you it’s correct, 


SEEING THE SIGHTS

On Drunken Drivers 


Makes Penalties So Strict Motorist 
Fears To Incur Them 


How drunken drivers are handled 
in a country where liquor may be ob- 
tained by any one at any time is 
told by Charles W. Lloyd, of Ade- 
laide, Australia, who is in North 
America studying highway and traf- 
fie conditions, He stated that al- 
though Australia has no prohibition 
statute, it has avoided the drunken 
driver problem by making penalties 
so strict that motorists fear to incur

A motorist is liable to be hanged 
if he kills a person while under the 
influence of liquor, Lloyd said, Or 
if the driver is convicted only ot 
manslaughter, in such cases he fs 
subject to 8 to 10 years’ imprison- 
| ment. 

Knocking another person  uncon- 
scious in traffic accidents is punish- 
able by two to four years’ imprison-
